A large voter turnout is expected in the 
State and in the county as voters will be 
faced with a large number of choices in the 
August 5, primary. In the 10th District 
three Republicans will vie for their party’s 
nomination: Richard J. Allen, John M. 
Pafford, and Bill Smith. On the Democra- 
tic side in the 10th, Don Albesta is running 
unopposed. For Representative in the 
State Legislature for the 103rd District, on 
the Republican side, Incurnbent Ralph 
Ostling and challenger Karl. Waldner will 
seek the nomination. On the Democratic 
side for the State Rep., Bill Brauker will 
oppose Harold N. Gregg. 

A full slate of candidates will greet coun- 
ty voters as they head into the booths. In 
the Sheriff’s race two Democrats will 

tangle for the nomination: Incurnbent 
Joseph White will face Douglas M. 
Wallman, while three Republicans will opt 
for the nomination: Arthur F. Clough, 
Harold A. Hatfield, and Michael C. An- 
thony. 

Another race which promises a good 
deal of action is the race for Prosecuting 
Attorney, Incumbent Democrat Alton 
Davis is running unopposed while two 
Republicans will be running for the 
Republican nod: Douglas C. Dosson will 
oppose John B. Huss. 

In other County races, the County 
Clerk/Register of Deeds race is between 
two republicans, Incumbent Leo E. Lovely 
and James M. Kolka. Glenn Sawyer is a 
sticker candidate on the Democratic 
ticket. County treasurer Joseph V. 
Wakeley is running unopposed. 

Races for County Commissioners also 
promise to keep some election watchers up 
late. In District 1, incumbent John B. 
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Miller will oppose Bernard M. Hinkle. 
Both are Democrats. 

District 2 will see two Democrats: Law- 
rence Mattis the incumbent will face Alen 
&. Prudhomme. 

In District 3 Charles H. Knecht will face 
Mary Harland. Both are Republicans. 

In District 4 Incumbent Matthew Bidvia, 
a Republican is running without op- 
position. 

In District 5 Republican Walter A. 
Nowak is also running unopposed. 

Jeannette Kitchen, incumbent Repub- 
lican, will run without opposition in 
District 6. 

In District 7, Democratic incumbent An- 
die Neilson will face Democrat, Jerry M. 
Kraycs., Linda M. Harder, a Republican ts 
running unopposed. 

In the race for County Road Com-

The round is point detonating 
and can explode if dropped from waist height.

Statewide open seasons on all streams and designated trout 
lakes shall be from the last Saturday in April through Septem- 
ber 30 longer on waters designated by the Director for extended 
fishing under Act 165) on all trout and salmon. Statewide open 
seasons on all other inland lakes and the Great Lakes shall be 
any time for all trout and salmon.

GOALS andPOLICIES 


SCHOOL LAW SEMINARS [f we are to get a hold on local crime, then we must start early to 
educate the youth of the community on what the laws entail and how they benefit everyone when 
properly administered. I hope to set up a program with Middle School and High School administra- 
tors whereby the Sheriff and local lawyers make themselves available to explain procedures of the 
courts as well as the ‘‘street law enforcement” all citizens come into contact with each day. These 
will be informational lectures with time for question and answer sessions. Everyone benefits from a 
better understanding of one another's viewpoint, If we expect the cooperation of area youth in 
aiding local law officers, we must provide them with an administration they can talk to, be open 
with, and trust to be fair and impartial. 


COUNTY RESIDENTS DESERVE PREFERENTIAL TREATMENT IN FILLING JOB 
OPENINGS With Crawford County having one of the highest unemployment rates of any county in 
the state, county agencies have a duty to make every effort possible to give job opportunities to the 
residents of the county first. In addition, I feel it is especially important for law enforcement officers 
to have an extensive knowledge of the people and history of the county. Such prior knowledge and 
familiarity can often avert problems before they reach the point of criminal behavior. 


THE SHERIFF MUST EXERCISE HIS POLICY MAKING AUTHORITY Every four yzars 
the people of Crawford County have the opportunity to ‘‘speak their minds” at the polls by 
choosing a Sheriff. In turn, the Sheriff must make his Deputy Sheriffs responsible to him. No coun- 
ty is well served by having ten or fifteen different officers each enforcing their own individual 
policies. The ensure that the voters retain the ultimate control of the direction of county law enforce- 


ment, the Sheriff must take responsibility for those acting in his behalf and must be prepared to 
take whatever action necessary to ensure fair, impartial treatment for all. 


A COMMON SENSE FISCAL POLICY IS ESSENTIAL With the necessity for ‘‘belt tighten- 
ing’ throughout the county; the sheriff must be ready to do his part. This can be done in several 
ways, : 
on a new respect for publicly owned equipment—for example, each new patrol car, once equip- 
ped, is worth approximately $10,000. Any piece of equipment is expendable in a life and death 
situation, however, these cars are a major investment of public money and, in lesser situations, 
should be used with care and respect for their value to the community. - 

b) the institution of new policies that can save money while maintaining or even improving 
current law enforcement activities.—An example of this would be the ‘Stationary Patrol” program 
currently endorsed’ by the Michigan Sheriff's Association. Under such a program, patrol vehicles 
are parked at key points throughout the county an average of ten minutes each hour. Such a 
program can be instituted overnight and can save hundreds or even thousands of dollars in fuel con- 
sumption each year while still providing the crime deterent capabilities of a marked patrol vehicle 
in the area. 

c) an aggressive program to obtain available grant money-In the last four years a number of 
federal law enforcement grants have become available. These are our tax dollars and we can retain 
them for Crawford County if we have an administration that is aggressive and experienced in grant 
application and operating procedures, I have this knowledge and will take advantage of every op- 
portunity to lessen the burden on the taxpayer.

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It is modish during these days of 
presidentia! political turmoil and hoopla 
to decry the nominating system which 
has presented the United States with the 
choice of electing either Ronald Reagan or 
Jimmy Carter...with an outside chance of 
Independent John Anderson upsetting 
the entire system. 

In other words, the system of primaries 
and caucuses by which the major party 
nominees have been chosen simply is not 
up to the task. The media pundits and 
political scholars join in chorus to tell us 
that something is wrong and should be 
changed. 

‘Personally, I agree. The Almanack has 
made the point on several occasions. The 
system which gives us the realistic option 
of either Carter or Reagan is off kilter 
somehow, in my opinion. 

It is fashionable in the centers of media 
concentration—meaning Washington, 
New York and the East Coast 
generally—to long for a return to the 
smoke-filled rooms for candidate selec- 
tion; at least, the argument goes, that will 
produce candidates who can work with 
other people, who can get along with Con- 
gress, for example, and who can operate 
the office once they’re elected, 

That may be true: I, too, have opted for 
the political-boss school of picking presi- 
dential nominees. Although it may not be 
so democratic—with-a-small-D, it is more 
efficient. Just look at the 1980 nominees! 

Even the European press finds our 
system wanting. Asks the Frankfurter 
Rundschau of Frankfurt, West Germany, 
in a rhetorical question: ‘Does a nation of 
astronauts, pioneers, industrial geniuses 
and Nobel prize winners have no alter- 
native to offer but a Carter or a Reagan?”’ 

So the voters wind up on the short end 
of the score, by such reckoning. With 
some 35 or so states conducting primaries 
this year, the people themselves, who 
bother to vote in primaries or take part in 
caucuses, are running she show, and the 
results are mediocre at best and 
ludicruous at worst. 

This all may be true but I increasingly 
suspect that most of the grass roots 
people aren’t too unhappy after all with 
what they have before them. : 

Lou Harris, who polls for a living 
about a month ago, after the Reagan and 


Carter choices were locked into place,’ 


tried to find out how the people felt with 
the way things looked in the presidential 
race. 

His results showed that overall, 21 per- 
cent were ‘‘very satisfied’ with a Reagan- 
Carter choice, and 33 percent were ‘‘some- 
what satisfied.” That means 54 percent 
liked the way things turned out after all

the primaries and caucuses, 

Harris’ survey went into a bit more 
detail. He found that by a substantial 66- 
33 percent margin, Republicans are more 
satisfied than unsatisfied by this choice, 
while Democrats expressed a lower 53-45 
percent satisfaction and Independents ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction by a 51-47 percent 
margin. 

These same trends followed, according 
to Harris, just as you would expect they 
would in other categories. By geography, 
the South and the West were satisfied, 
the East and North were unsatisfied. By 
philosophy, the pendulum swung from 
satisfaction among the conservatives, to 
a break-even 50-48 satisfaction frorn mid- 
dle-roaders, to dissatisfaction among the 
liberals, 


Summarized Pollster Harris: 
“Basically, then, only Republicans, con- 
servatives and southerners liked having 
to choose between Reagan and Carter.” 
And he adds: ‘‘At the moment, all three 
are choosing Reagan rather than Carter.” 

What it all adds up to is the conclusion 
that those who oppose Mr. Reagan are 
talking to each other, blaming the system 
that produced him as the candidate for 
their unattractive alternative of Jimmy 
Carter. 

At the same time, these same primary- 

dissidents are those showing the most 
sympathy for the Quixotic quest of John 
Anderson. Quotes Mr. Harris of hig sur- 
vey: 
‘Where Anderson picks up, however, is 
where aversion to both Reagan and Car- 
ter is strongest: in the East, in the eight 
big industrial states of the North, in the 
suburbs, among young people, among the 
college-educated, among _ professional 
people, white-collar voters, Jewish voters, 
independents, and middle-of-the-road and 
liberal voters.’’ 

All of these groups of voters—who form 
the core of the anti-primary wave at the 
moment—would tend to vote traditional 
Democrat, and mostly liberal-Democrat, 
of the Sen. Ted Kennedy school. 

Most of these groups also find strength 
and succor and voice through the centers 
of media concentration in Washington 
and New York, 

We may be witnessing once more the 
media making up the nation’s mind about 
scrapping or shaking up the nominating 
system, which a majority of people ac- 
tually endorse. 

Gee! Does that include The Almanack 
among the elite media opinion molders 
whom one great statesman once charac- 
terized as ‘‘nattering nabobs_ of 
negativism’'?

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Region Reaches 
Blood Goal 


For the second year in a row 
the American Red Cross, Blood 
Services, Flint Region has not 
only met its blood collection 
goal, but exceeded it!! At the 
end of the 1979-80 fiscal year 
blood collections were recorded 
at 52,263 units, against a goal of 
52,000. “We are especially 
pleased this year.” said 
William G. Eargle, Blood Cen- 
ter Administrator. ‘“‘The layoffs 
in area General Motors plants, 
and their effect on the blood 
program had us concerned, but 
all our volunteers pulled 
through and we increased 
collections by .3% over last 
year.” Eargle went on to ex- 
plain that eight counties in the 
Flint Blood Services Region 
deserve special recognition for 
their work over the past year. 

Antrim, Cheboygan, Emmet, 
Mackinac, Oscoda, Presque 
Isle, and Genesee-Lapeer Coun- 
ties not only met their blood 
collections goals, but exceeded 
them. Antrim County collected 
913 units of blood toward their 
goal of 814 units, surpassing 
their goal by 12.1%. Crawford 
County collected 593 units 
toward their goal of 420, going 
over their goal by more than 
40%. Emmet County collected 
1,852 units of blood toward their 
goal of 1,097 or nearly 69% over 
goal. Mackinac County collec- 
ted 824 units toward their goal 
of 693 for an achievement of 
38.9% over goal. 

Cheboygan, Oscoda, and 
Presque Isle Counties made 
goal of 102%, 101.9% and 100.8% 
respectively, for total blood 
collections of 2,069 units. The 
Genesee-Lapeer County blood 
drives produced 30,468 units of 
blood against a goal of 27,741, 
representing 29.8% increase 
over their goal. 

A total of 1,055 separate blood 
programs were held during this 
period in the Flint Blood 
Region, a 26 county area of Nor- 
thern Michigan. Three hundred 
and sixty-three of these blood 
programs took place in com- 
munities outside of Genesee and 
Lapeer Counties. The number 
of units of blood donated at 


these out-county blood 
programs increased by 3.1% 
from fiscal 78-79. 


Blood programs held in 
Genesee and Lapeer Counties, 
which include community, in- 
dustrial and school programs, 
supplied 30,468 units of blood, or 
52.8% of the Flint Red Cross 
Blood Region's needs.

Given the duties 
required by Public Law as delineated by Chapter XV of 
the Assessors Manual, which is part of the Administra- 
tive Rules approved by the Legislature, this Dept. 
should have 4 certified Assessors and one full time 
Secretary highly qualified in assessment practices. 
This to Equalize $119,000,000.00 and audit the work of 
the other assessors as required. 


It is the duty and mandatory upon the County | 


Board of Commissioners to fund and to actively super- 
vise this function. A slight investigation would reveal 
that the audit has been neglected, obstructed and 


delayed by both township and Equalization personnel. 
Computerization does not eliminate the audit function 
as a matter of fact because of the tendency to slough 
off, it becomes more pertinent. 

THERE WILL BE PROCEDURE TO CORRECT; 
Unnecessary infighting between the Commissioners 
and their Elected Legal advisor and representative, 
whose duties are specified by law his cornpensation 
should be determined before election, if law allows, 
supplemented during his term only to the same degree 
other non union personnel are supplemented.
